Gen. Varela’s troops also pounded

She was quoted by the police as 
saying that the shooting was the 
dimax to a series of quarrels dat- 
iig back to their divorce and cen- 
fering mostly on her divorced hus- 
band’s insistence on associating 
with other women. She added that 
she had kept company with other 
men, the police reported. She de- 
cared she shot Brundick when he 
advanced on her with a buteher 


nife. 

In the flat the police found a note 
which she said she had written 
Saturday night in preparation for 
ending her life. Addressed to a 
man in Pine Lawn, it gave direc- 
tions for disposal of her property 
and included this paragraph: 

‘I have not long to stay here. 
We go together to the grave. I 
have tried so hard to do my part. 
Please see that everything is done 
right. He is no good to Dolores or 
me. Nobody knew what a life I 
had. It is not worth going on with 
any longer.” 

Dolores is the 10-year-old daugh- 
ter of the Brundicks, Since infancy 
she has been raised by Brundick’s 
sister, Mrs. Anna Vogt, 5117 Ridge 
avenue. 


She Put Pistol in Divan. 


Mrs. Brundick told the police that 
she purchased a cheap revolver in 
East St. Louis two months ago be- 
cause she was alone so much at 
‘tight. The man from whom she 
‘bought it “threw in” six cartridges, 
she said, and she placed the weapon 
under a cushion of a divan in the 
-living room. 

Saturday night, she said, Brun- 
fick went out, and when she at- 
tempted to kiss him goodby he 
thoved her away, so that she fell 

fainst a radiator. She determined 
poend her life, she continued, and 
wrote the note found in the fiat, 
‘but later decided to defer suicide 
‘and went to sleep on the divan. 
Brundick got home early yesterday 
and retired to the bedroom,

DUCK BATTING, DRIVING 
ON LAKE OF THE OZARKS 


Warden’ Reports Evidence of 
Federal Violations on Union 
Electric Property. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON. CITY, Nov. 2.— 
Evidence of violation of Federal 
regulations against baiting of duck- 
hunting preserves and blinds, and 
against driving of ducks with a mo- 
torboat, was obtained yesterday 
afternoon at the Lake of the 
Ozarks by the State Game and Fish 
Department, acting in co-operation 
with a Federal Deputy Game War- 
den, State Game and, Fish Com- 
missioner Wilbur C. Buford said 
today. 

Buford said the evidence of bait- 
ing with corn Was obtained at a 
blind on property owned by the 
Union Electric Light & Power Co. 
of St. Louis, owner of the lake, at 
Horseshoe Bend, about seven miles 
above the power dam. He report- 
ed the duck-driving—to flush the 
birds from a point well out in the 
lake so that they would rise and 
perhaps pass near the hunting 
blinds—was done by a man, said 
to be a Union Electric employe, in 
a motor boat. 

Names of the employe and two 
men found in the baited blind were 
not disclosed, pending filing of for- 
mal complaints by Federal offi- 
cers. The evidence was reported 
to George Tonkin of Moline, IIL, 
regional officer of the United States 
Biological Survey, last night. Bu- 
ford said Tonkin stated he would 
send an agent here in two or three 
days to file formal complaints in 
the Federal District Court here. 

The evidence was obtained, Bu- 
ford said, by Charles Fleetwood, a 
Deputy State Game Warden as- 
signed to the Lake of the Ozarks, 
who also holds a commission as a 
Federal Deputy Game Warden. 
Since the regulations involved are 
of Federal origin, and the State 
has no corresponding regulations, 
the State Department’ has no di- 
rect jurisdiction, Buford said, and 
the complaints must be filed by 
Federal authorities in the Federal 
Court. Fleetwood was accompanied 
by three Buford said, who 
will be available as. witnesses.

The 1928 and 1929 bills were being 
offered for the third and final time,

There were 1417 such bills, ag- 
gregateing $127,336, including penal- 
ties, on real estate assessed in 1929 
at $2,822,390. The city’s share of 
the bills, not counting penalties, 
was $65,023, that of the Board of 
Education $33,751 and the State 
$5166. — 

Also offered-for sale for the first 
or second time were about 4500 de- 
linquent tax bills for 1930 and 1931 
totaling, with penalties, $901,078, on 
realty with assessed valuation of 
$17,262,600. As the Jones-Munger 
law provides that a bill may not 
be sold for less than its face, plus 
penalties, at the first and ‘second 
sales, there was no bidding on the 
first 75 of these bills offered this 
morning, and it was anticipated 
there would be only a negiligible 
number of sales. 

Deputy Comptroller Charles  L. 
Cunningham estimated the sale 
would take four or five days, not 
including tomorrow when no work 
will be done because of the elec- 
tion, 

The tax bills, not the property, 
were technically put on sale. Own- 
ers of property on which final 
sales have been made have two 
years for redemption, but they will 
have to pay interest at 10 per cent 
and a 3 per cent delinquency charge. 
If the property owner does not re- 
deem the bill, the purchaser of the 
bill obtains title to the property.

It had 
been recognized, he said, that suc- 
cessful prosecution was difficult in 
such cases unless all parties jointly 
charged were tried jointly. 

The bill of particulars, sought by 
Jones on the grounds that the 
charges against him should be 
made more specific so that he could 
‘adequately prepare a defense, was 
merely a “fishing expedition,” Blan- 
ton said, to attempt to learn in ad- 
vance the Government’s evidence, 

The trial of the.four defendants 
is set for -Nov. 16.

Unexpectedly, late last night no 
violations of the regulations forbid- 
ding shooting over baited ground or 
water or over live decoys, had been 
reported.

Moore’s petition contended the 
act was unconstitutional “because 
it seeks to regulate a purely local 
and intra-state activity which does 
hot directly affect, nor in any way 
burden or obstruct, interstate com- 
merce.” He questioned constitution- 
slity of the act as applied to trans- 
actions for future delivery in but- 
ler, eggs and Irish potatoes. The 
other case had to do with future 
livery in grain.

NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—-Race track 


‘ owners and operators, heretofore 


acting for the most part independ- 
will gather in New York 


ently, 
Nov. 20 to discuss their common 


problems and possibly form a na- 
tional organization. 

The meeting, said to be the first 
of its kind in this country, was 
called by Walter Donovan, 
gent of the National Association of 
Racing Commissioners, under a res- 
olution passed at the organization's 
summer meeting in Detroit. 

Personally, or through corre- 
spondence, virtually every track 
operator in the nation has pledged 
himself to the movement, said Don- 
ovan, who also is secretary of the 
Florida Racing Commission, 

“It is one of’ the major move- 
ments of the past 20 years in Amer- 
ican racing,” declared Donovan, in- 
strumental in organizing the rac- 
ing commissioners three years ago. 

At the Detroit convention the 
commissioners stressed the need 
fer the establishment of an agency 
of national scope to fully present 
the picture of modern thorough- 
bred racing to the public and to 
represent the track owners in meet- 
ing other elements of the sport, 
such as the state commissions, 
horsemen and breeders, 

Sport National in Scope. 

“The only thing local about rac- 
ing is the location of the tracks,” 
said Donovan in calling the meet- 
ing. “The factors entering into the 
race such as the horses, jockeys, 
trainers and owners are common in 
nearly half the states. An organ- 
ization should be established 
through which racing can be 
viewed as a sport, national in 
scope.” 

Donovan, believing racing is on 
the threshold of a great future, 
would have the operators establish 
a medium by which the public 
could be sold on racing as a sport, 
to arouse interest in the breed, 
background and heritage of the 
thoroughbreds, stressing the hu- 
man interest angle, and getting 
away from identification by num- 
bers. 

The head of the racing commis- 
sioners said it was not suggested 
that operators amalgamate into an 
organization designed to place in 
the hands of any central authority 
the right and power to determine 
policies affecting any track’s oper- 
encroach 
upon the management of any indi- 
vidual track. 

“An organization of owners meet- 
ing and conferring with governing 
officials could work for the best 
interests of racing, however,” 
added.

“In its day, capitalism solved the 
problem of production. It has failed 
miserably in solving the problem of 
distribution.” 

Turning to the Socialist platform, 
he said Socialism would provide 
every family with a minimum an- 
nual income of $2500 to $4000 and 
that it would: “Amend the Constitu- 
tion to fit our needs, through the 
farmers’ and workers’ rights 
amendment, ending the power of 
the Supreme Court to declare social 
and labor legislation unconstitution- 
al; provide adequate Federal relief, 
useful public works at union wages; 
indorse American Youth Act; fa- 
vor the 30-hour week and guarantee 
collective bargaining; increase dras- 
tically income and _ inheritance 
taxes; give immediate relief to debt- 
laden farmers; stibilize farm prices 
at cost of production and allow co- 
operatives to take over the market- 
ing and processing of farm prog- 
ucts.” 

Nelson said Socialism would pro- 
vide insurance against crop fail- 
ures and abolish tenant and cor- 
poration farming.

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Mussolini Says Deadoaiaet 
Is Delusion, Collective 
“Does Not Exist, Never Will” 


Italian Premier, Addressing 5@0,000 in Milan, 
Warns That England Must Respect 
-Rome’s Rights in Mediterranian. 


By the Associated Press. 

MILAN, Italy, Nov. 2.—Premier 
Benito Mussolini, in an address 
here yesterday, proclaimed a pol- 
icy of armed peace rather than 
the “illusion” of disarmament and 
collective security. 


Five hundred thousand citizens 
jammed Cathedral Square to 
cheer Mussolini on his return to 
this city to herald the beginning 
of his fifteenth year of power. 

Italy is willing to complete a 
pact with Britain mutually recog- 
nizing each other’s rights, he said, 
but Britain must recognize what 
has been achieved in Ethiopia and 
elsewhere. 

Any bilateral conflict between the 
two nations, the Fascist leader con- 
tinued, would lead to European con- 
flict. 


He told England he would “not 
menace” the Mediterranean route 
or “interrupt it.” 

Immense 


Signs Displayed. 


for Fascist organizations but effort 
was made to accommodate the mass 
of people as well. The square was 
jammed an hour before he arrived. 

Above him sprawled a spider web 
of iron scaffolding covering the 
facade of the Cathedral which is 
being refinished. .From the web 
dozens of loud speakers peeped out 
to carry his speech to all. 

Behind him a red velvet drape 
was attached to the main portal of 
the Cathedral. Above it read a huge 
sign: 

“Jesus King of centuries give 
long, victorious years to Italy and 
her Duce because the civilization 
of the world draws perennial light 
from Christian Rome.” 

Facing Him from across’ the 
square was an enormous banner 
with three words paying tribute: 
“Founder of Empire.” The letters 
were 10 feet high. 

Text of Speech. 

The text of Premier Mussolini’s 
speech follows: 

“Blackshirts of Milan: 

“By means of the speech which 
I am about to make to you and for 
which I ask, and you will give me, 
a few dozen minutes of your at- 
tention I intend tod lay down the 
position of Fascist Italy with re- 
gard to its relations with other 
peoples in this so turgid and dis- 
quieting moment. 

“The high level of your political 
education allows me to lay before 
you those problems which else- 
where are debated in so-called Par- 
liaments, even at so-called demo- 
cratic banquets. 

“T shall be extremely brief, but 
I add that every one of my words 
has been weighed. 

“If one wishes to clarify the Eu- 
ropean atmosphere it is first neces- 
sary to clear,the table of all illu- 
sions, of all conventional gatherings 
and lies which still constitute relics 
of the great shipwreck of Wilsoni- 
an ideaology. 

Illusion of Disarmament. 

“One of these illusions is already 
flat—the illusion of disarmament. 
No one wishes to disarm first, and 
for all to disarm together is im- 
possible and absurd. 

“In any event, when a confer- 
ence for disarmament meets the 
Geneva rule functions in full. This 
rule consists of blowing up ant- 
hills until they become mountains. 

“On these mountains is concen- 
trated for some days all the glare 
of kleig lights and world publicity. 
Then at a certain moment out from 
these- mountains comes a_ tiny 
mouse which ends up running 
around a labyrinth of procedure 
which for fertile invention has no 
precedent in history. 

“For us Fascists, in the habit of 
examining with cool eye the reality 
of life in history, another illusion 
which we reject is that which 
passed by the name of collective se- 
curity. 

No Collective Security. 

“Collective security never existed, 
does not exist, and will never exist. 
A virile people realizes within its 
own borders its collective security 
and refuses to confide its destiny 
to uncertain hands of third persons. 

“Another illusion which it is 
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Immense spaces were roped off. 


tary force and the work of civiliza- 
tion being carried on at 2500 to 5000 
miles distance in another land. 

“It did not succeed, not because 
it did not. want to, but because it 
found itself faced by the compact’ 
unity of the Italian people, capable 
of all sacrifices and also of fighting

“Now, in order to make a policy 
of peace, it is not n to pass 
through the corridors of the League 
of Nations. 

“Here I make what in navigation 
is called ‘point.’ 

“After 17 years of polemics, re- 
crimination and misunderstandings 
cf problems left in suspense, ac- 
cords with France were reached in 
January, 1935: 

Freezing of Friendship. 

“These accords could and should 
have opened a new epoch of truly 
friendly relations between the two 
countries. But sanctions came 
along. Naturally friendship expri- 
ence * its first freezing. 

“We were then on the eve of 


‘winter. Winter passed; spring came 


and with spring our triumph and 
victory. 

“Sanctions continued to be ap- 
plied with truly meticulous vigor. 
For almost two months after we 
were in Addis Ababa sanctions still 
continued. 

“It is a classical case of the let- 
ter which kills the spirit of formal- 
ism which strangles the living, con- 
crete reality of life! 

“France today still holds its fin- 
ger pointed at the yellowing ledgers 
of Geneva saying: The empire of 
the dead ex-lion :f Judah (Haile Se- 
lassie) is still alive.” (Much laugh- 
ter). 

“But aside from the schoolmas- 
ters of Geneva what in reality does 
our victory mean? That the em- 
pire of the ex-negus is more than 
dead. 

“And it is quite evident that as 
long as the French Government 
maintains toward us an attitude of 
waiting and reserve, we cannot but 
do otherwise. 

Position of Switzerland. 

“One of the countries bordering 
Italy, with whom our relations 
were and are and always will be 
extrem friendly, is Switzerland. 
It is a little country but of very 
great im rtance both for its eth- 
nical composition and for its geog- 
raphical position, which it occupies 
at the crossroads of Europe. 

“But the accords of July lla new 
epoch was opened in the history of 
modern Austria. The accords of 
July 11—let <'l hurried and badly- 
informed commentators take note 
—were known and approved by me 
as of June 5 and it is my convic- 
tion that such accords strengthened 
the governmeftal makeup of this 
state, given rreater guarantee for 
its independence 

“Until justice shall be rendered 
to Hungary there cannot be a defi- 
nite systematization of interests in 
the Danubian basin. 

“Hungary is a truly great but 
disabled veteran. Four million 
Magyars live beyond her present 
borders. By desiring to follow the 
dictate of too abstract justice, one 
fell into injustice perhaps greater.

UNFIED PROGRAM 
DRAWN FOR KOREA 
AND MANCHOUKUO 


Coal, Iron, Hydro-Electric 
and Similar Enterprises 
to Be Developed Jointly 
By Two Regions. 


By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, Nov. 2.— Governor-Gen- 
eral Jiro Minami of Korea today 
declared “The Border of the Japan- 
ese Empire is now advanced to the 
Amur River.” The Amur River is 
on the northern boundary of Man- 
choukuo. 

His statement was made after a 


conference with the Kwangtung 
(China) army commander, Gen, 
Kenkichi .Ueda. 

The Governor likened Japan prop- 
er to a human body with Korea as 
an arm and Manchoukuo as a hand. 

“If there is any interference with 
the independence of Manchoukuo,” 
the Governor said, “Japan will use 
that hand to punish the interfer- 
ers.” 

He declared Japan, Korea and 
Manchoukuo were inseparable eco- 
nomically, politically and _ spirit- 
ually but that the customs barriers 
would not be abolished. 

The Governor and Gen. Ueda laid 
down a basic program for military 
and economic co-operation between 
Korea and Manchoukuo. 

Additional bridges are to be built 
to span intervening rivers and it 
was understood the South Man- 
churia Railway probably would 
take over the management of Ko- 
rean railways. Coal, iron, hydro- 
electric and similar enterprises are 
to be developed jointly. 

Minami added that nevertheless the 
finacial independence of -Man- 
choukuo was now an established 
fact. 

Yosuke Matsuoka, president of 
the South Manchuria Railway, at 
present is seeking to raise 1,500,000,- 
000 yen ($427,500,000) of private 
capital in Tokio and Osaka to carry 
out an extensive five-year plan for 
Manchoukuo. The development plan 
is partly industrial and partly stra- 
tegic in its objective.

AIR RAID ON MADRID. 

War was once a struggle between armed fighters, 
governed by certain unwritten rules of fairness, 
which provided immunity for women, children and 
other non-combatants. To so low a scale of barbar- 
ism has warfare now fallen, however, that this im- 
munity no longer exists. Of the 125 persons killed 
and the 360 wounded in the Fascist rebels’ air raid 
on Madrid last Friday, the greater part were women 
and children, This inhuman destruction of defense- 
less victims had a military purpose: to demoralise 
the population of Madrid and thereby bring about the 
early surrender of the capital city. 

This is modern warfare, and all the conventions 
to “humanize” it will have little effect. In the next 
war, unarmed cities will be bombed to pieces, their 
citizens murdered.without a chance to defend them- 
selves. Spain's civil war has been marked by unpar- 
alleled brutality on both sides, but atrocities similar 
to the Madrid air raid may be expected in any future 
war. 

If anything can serve to deter the nations from 
making war again, it should be the realization of 
how horrible the inevitable air raids will be. As 
Col,. Lindbergh truly said at Berlin last July, aerial 
progress “has abolished defense.” Every capital in 
Burope, every industrial city, is open to the destruc- 
tion which has just befallen the Spanish capital. 
Another Eviropean war would see the tragic scenes 
at Madrid re-enacted a hundred times over, and 
on a greater scale; If anything can serve as a warn- 
ing against war, this air raid should do it. But the 
question remains, Will it serve the purpose?

politically astute but not politically wise 

-~-that he is smart but not deep. He 
reacts to public opinion with extraordinary 
sensitiveness, but he never stops to think 
things through. Although his ability to col- 
lect information is excellent, his mental pro- 
cesses are essentially shallow. 

New labels catch his fancy readily—espe- 
cially when they glitter with vote-winning 
possibilities. He has the easy optimism of 
the sheltered rich; hence he hails the most 
impractical schemes as plausible. Benevo- 
lence is one of his dominant traits; but it is 
the benevolence of the patrician who feels 
that he can best help his people because he 
knows what they should have. 

He complacently promises anything to any- 
one, regardless of hig inability to make good 
on most of his promises. Above all, he is 
an opportunist, ready to change his destina- 
tion and his principles with every new wind. 

This chameleon-like quality has made it 
possible for Franklin Delano Roosevelt to 
pose as a great liberal at the same time that 
he is fostering reactionary activities. Be- 
cause he does not think things through, he is 
unaware that the New Deal is basically 
paternalistic. No doubt he sincerely believes 
he is a plumed progressive. Yet he is, in 
fact, the unconscious leader of world reac- 
tion in America today. 

_ - a 

In this, the President is running true to 
form. Few public men have ever had 
greater sensitiveness to currents of popular 
thought—-and reaction is the order of the 
day. In Europe, it has triumphed every- 
where outside of Great Britain, Scandinavia, 
Holland and Switzerland, thanks to the ad- 
vocates of one or other of the many forms 
of paternalism. Popular government has 
been thrown out the window. The rights of 
the individual to freedom of thought and 
freedom of expression—and often even free- 
dom of initiative—have been crushed. 

It was inevitable that these currents of re- 
action should drift across the Atlantic. The 
responsive Mr. Roosevelt—his extraordinary 
antennae a

He, who may 
not wish to be a dictator, nevertheless has 
lent himself to the creation of new machin- 
ery of government which, in the hands of a 
less benevolent ruler, might well be used to 
set up a Fascist state. : ; 

He has sought to control the nation's in- 
dustries and agriculture. He has prepared 
the way for Government control of credit. 
He has made a rubber stamp of Congress 
and has established government by decree. 
All these things tend toward paternalism— 
and away from the American system.

To Mr. Roosevelt, the Constitution is ap- 
parently an outmoded document, drafted in 
the horse-and-buggy days. He believes that 
the powers of the Supreme Court can con- 
strict too effectively the presidential initia- 
tive. He feels that the Constitution is too 
rigid and old-fashioned to be workable. This 
is in sharp contrast with his characteriza- 
tion of the Constitution in 1930 as “the most 
marvelously elastic compilation of rules of 
government ever written.” And here again 
the apparent contradiction is traceable to 
the conflicting elements in his character. 

In 1930, he sincerely believed what he said 
about the Constitution; in fact, he was an 
ardent advocate of states’ rights and an op- 
ponent of strengthening the national Gov- 
ernment. But by 1035, the Constitution had 
thwarted him. His reaction was like that 
of a spoiled child checked by a power which 
it cannot circumvent.

Mr. Roosevelt has appealed to the 
heart and emotions and interests of 
the masses. But he has also ap- 
pealed to the intelligence of many 
of the best thinking citizens of this 
country in all walks of life and in 
all states. Those two appeals must 
be harmonized if they are to be ef- 
fective. 

After the bitterness of the cam- 
paign is over, the chances are that 
men and women of good will will 
accept the fait accompli, whatever 
the results. But if they are to fol- 
low the example of the President 
and “roll up their sleeves” instead 
of “twirling their thumbs,” their 
confidence will have to’be restored. 
For some of them, it has been badly 
shattered.

HE dusty dooryard of the Jeet- 
T er Lester family was set up 
again on the stage of the Amer- 
ican ‘Theater last night to give St. 
Louisans another week’s opportun- 
ity of observing that unit of hu- 
man depravity at close range. This 
is the same “Tobacco Road” which 
was shown for three weeks last 
season, with a different group of 
actors. 


Apparently informed of objec- 
tions raised last season by the city 
fathers, this cast makes the ex- 
purgations that were made then. 
The drama still holds the record 
for profanity, but such epithets as 
“skunk” and “girl” are employed in 
place of others more realistic. 


The'tampering does not damage 
the play. “Tobacco Road” is no 
classic. It is only a fairly accu- 
rate picture of American family de- 
generacy. It is a dramatic piece, 
rich in human comedy, yet with a 
final scene crystallizing the full 
horror of the Lesters’ situation. It 
is good thé@ater and still absorbing. 


Taylor Holmes, the present star, 
gives his own interpretation of 
Jeeter Lester and it is one which 
resembles Henry Hull’s only in ob- 
vious stage business. Where Hull 
showed the degeneracy of genera- 
tions, Holmes shows the degener- 
acy of poverty. Hull’s Jeeter was 
the white race growing animal, 
Holmes’ is the white race growing 
grimier. 


It will be agreed by all who shall 
have seen Both performances, I 
think, that Hull’s characterization 
is one of more facets. Hull, seek- 
ing to make Jeeter more interest- 
ing to-an audience, made him craft- 
ier, more rascally, even wittier. 
Holmes says always that Jeeter’s 
sin is his laziness, that perhaps 
hookworm and not the economic or- 
der is to blame. 

In either case, Jeeter proves him- 
self the present-day theater’s most 
perfect buffoon. For the most part, 
Iam bound to admit, “Tobacco 
Road” gives an audience the com- 
bined satisfactions of hill-billy jokes 
and burlesque show blackouts. 

This week’s cast seems too often 
disposed to play for comic or 
shocking effects and in general is 
not equal to Jack Kirkland@’s mean- 
ingful script. Florence Gerald's 
study of Ma Lester is outstanding 
and comes pretty close to what the 
original must have been.

DR. W. B. WHERRY DES 
EXPERT ON TULAREMIA 


Cincinnati U. Bacteriologist 
Credited With Discovery of 
Disease in Man. 


By the Associated Press. 

CINCINNATI, Nov. 2.—Dr. Wil- 
liam Buchanan Wherry, bacteriolo- 
gist, credited by associates with dis- 
covery in 1912 of tularemia, or rab- 


bit fever, in the human species, 
died in a hospital yesterday. He 
was 60 years old. He had recently 
completed a four-month trip to Ha- 
waii during which he continued a 
study of leprosy begun more than 
30 years ago. He was stricken in 
Honolulu. Death occurred yester- 
day, 12 hours after he entered a 
hospital for treatment for a heart 
ailment which he had suffered for 
10 years. 

Professor of bacteriology and hy- 
giene at the University of Cincin- 
nati College of Medicine, Dr. Wher- 
ry had been an assistant professor 
at the University of Chicago, bac- 
teriologist of the United States 
Public Health Service in the Philip- 
pine Islands and with the San Fran- 
cisco Board of Health and, in 1929- 
30, service with the Rockefeller 
Foundation School of Hygiene in 
Manila. 

Dr. Martin H. Fischer, professor 
of physiology at the Cincinnati Col- 
lege of Medicine, and Dr. Lee Fo- 
shay, a laboratory associate, credit- 
ed him not only with discovery in 
September, 1914, of tularemia in 
human beings but with discovery 
that the natural reservoir of infec- 
tion is the fur of the wild rabbit. 
He also played a leading part in 
development of a serum which Dr. 
Fisoher said was for treatment of 
the fever. 

Dr. Wherry was born in Lodeana, 
India, Dec. 24, 1875, tht son of El- 
wood M. Wherry, a leader in the 
Presbyterian ‘missionary move- 
ment, and Clara Wherry. 

He is survived by his wife, a son, 
William Nast Wherry, Hollywood, 
Cal., and a daughter, Mrs. James 
Gordon Ziegler, in Yokohama, Ja- 
pan.

The important point in this year’s 
United Charities Campaign is 
whether the present method of co-

Sailor in China.

SHANGHAI, Nov. 2—Details of 


closed today by officers of the Brit- 
ish Asiatic naval headquarters here. 
The officers said a fountain pen 
was jammed under the finger nails 
of one sailor and then ink was 
forced into the wounds to make 
him sign’ a confessién sought by 


the Japanese. 


The incident, which caused Vice- 
Admiral Sir Charles Little, com- 
manding the British Far East naval 
forces, to postpone a visit to Japan, 
occurred at Keelung, Formosa, 


Oct. 7. 
According to the British officers, 


three seamen from British naval 
craft then stationed at Keelung 
were arrested by Japanese police 
for alleged non-payment of taxicab 
\fare. 

Upon protesting, British officers 
here said, the three sailors were 
pinned down by four Japanese po- 
lice and beaten in the face by Jap- 
anese plain cloth®smen to force 
them to sign a confession of their 
refusal to pay the taxicab fare and 
also of resisting the police. 

During the assault, British offi- 
cers said, Lieut; T. C. Packersford 
of H. M. 8. Bruce arrived on the 
scene and requested that the sail- 
ors be released. 

In the course of the dispute, it 
was asserted, the Japanese said to 
Lieut. Packersford: “You say you're 
‘a British officer. We say you're not. 
You’re nothing but a drunken sot. 
Get out of here!” 

The Japanese threatened Pack- 
ersford with imprisonment if he did 
not depart, officers here said, and, 
after he left, the Japanese resumed 
the assaults on the three seamen 
and dislocated the jaw of one of 
them.

scratching.

OMEWHERE back around 1900 
when Henry M. Palmer, the En- 
glish Belasco, was starring Rich- 
ard Mansfield in « revival of “Hen- 
ry V,” there was a stringy, 15-year- 
old kid named Bill Pickens tagging 
around after Palmer, handing him 


whatever Mr. Palmer hapened to 
need handed to him. It was sort of 
a tame job, but Bill Pickens was 
determined to get into the show 
business and playing lady’s maid to 
Palmer was the best he could do at 
the time. ‘Today Bill Pickens is the 
graying, distinguished-looking gen- 
tleman, who manages the Garrick 
Theater at Fifth and Chestnut, and 
whose experiences in 36 years in the 
show business sound like the in- 
vention of a movie-script writer. 


William Pickens, on the street, 
might be taken for a model for one 
of those ads—“Whet the  well- 
dressed executive will wear this 
fall.” In fact, Mr. Pickens might 
be taken for an executive, one who 
has spent his life behind a mahog- 
any desk. But when Pickens begins 
his reminiscences of show life, you 
discover that some of his adven- 
tures make the Rover boys look 
like sissies. 

“There was adventure in show 
business in the old days,” says 
Pickens, with the reverence used in 
speaking of something long dead. 
“Tt was a tough life, and a hard 
school, but we had- actors in those 
days. Nowadays some. Hollywood 
director puts a few words into the 
mouth of some blonde or some 
drug store sheik and the result 
is supposed to be ‘an actor.’ 
The younger generation doesn't 
want anything else, of course. The 
sudiences at the American prove 
that. Look them over. Mostly old 
folks.” 

Pickens got his experience in “the 
old school,” all right. For a while 
he was in the showboat business, 
was head man of a circus billing 
brigade, and once had his own tent 
show. He managed a balloon act 
in Australic, chaperoned a_ girl 
show playing lumber camps in Mis- 
sissippi and ran a_  high-brow 
amusement park in Erie, Pa. In 
1925 he took the show he was stag- 
ing at his amusement park out on 
the road, booked the Garrick on 
the tour, and has beer here ever 
since.
